Competing against twelve of the best
trotters on the turf, Billy Buch, 2:07^4, the
horse for which E. E. Smathers paid $15,000
last week, lost the race he was bought to
win at Brighton Beacn yesterday. Robert
L. Nash's roan five-year-old mare Hawthorne,by Jay Bird, out of Lady Ham, by
Hambrino, defeated him in a hard fought
five heat contest for the twenty thousand
dollar Bonner Memorial Stakes.
Nearly ten thousand persons saw the

race, which was trotted on a dry, fast
track. There were thirteen starters, with
Billy Buch an odds on favorite against
the field. In the auction pools he brought
$1,000, while Budd Doble's Kinney Lou
brought $250, Hawthorne $190, A. P. Mc-
Donald's Authoress $175, A. B. Gwathmey'sTiverton $125, John F. Cockerill's
Swift $125, F. Cares' Judge Cullen $75.
Kensselaer Weston's Promise $65, Charles
Bond's George Muscovite $50, .Dr. John L.
Wentz's Frances B. $50, and the field, made
up of Wright & Stoddard's Jim Ferry, (
John McCarty's El Milagro, and J. M.
McCready's John Mac, $25.
Few of the drivers expected a start when

the big field was sent away on the second
score. Swift, in second horse place, got
off a length in front, but broke before
going one hundred yards, and Jim Ferry,
a big gray trotter that was pulling a (
butcher's cart in Denver less than a year
ago. sped away in the lead, holding it
until the homestretch was reached. Swift
recovered without losing his position and
kept within two lengths of the gray horse
to the far turn.
